The two day farmers’ course con­ 
ducted by the County Agricultural 
school at Bangor last Friday and Sat­ 
urday was an even greater success 
than expected. 
Sessions were held 
lK)th for the men and women and a j 
general session of a popular nature 1 
each evening. 
A special feature of the meeting 
wag the proposed organization of a 
farm ers’ club, to be known as the 
Bangor Agricultural club. Mr. F. A. 
Harrison was elected as a committee 
to complete the organization. 
The 
purpose of the club is to improve the 
social, mental and moral well being 
of its members, to promote the pro­ 
gress of agriculture, and advance the 
Interests of the community in gen­ 
eral. 
Any person in good standing 
may become a member. 
The first day of the institute was 
devoted entirely, to the discussion 
of corn production. 
Principal F. E. 
Rainier discussed practical corn prob­ 
lems, showing the necessity of pick­ 
ing seed corn early. From an experi­ 
ment conducted bv him he showed 
statistics on the germination of geed 
corn picked at different times. 
The 
corn picked 
early, 
September I. 
showed a germination 
of 
ears of 
S:>.8 per cent and of kernels in those 
ears of 97 per cent. 
The corn picked 
October 29 decreased in germination 
to 80 per cent for the totalnumber 
of ears tested, and 95 per cent for 
the total number of kernels tested. 
Another lot picked on December 4 
showed that the germination had re­ 
duced to 56 per cent for the ears 
and 85 per cent for the kernels. 
By 
these figures he showed conclusively 
tthe necessity of gathering seed corn 
early. 
Freezing Kills Seed Power 
Mr. Balmer also showed that the 
freezing of seed corn decreases the 
germination power of that corn. The 
degree of the decrease depending on 
the quantity of moisture present in 
the corn, thus showing the necessity 
of thoroughly drying seed corn and
